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The Confederated Southern Memorial Association 
opened its second annual convetition by holding 
memorial services in lienor of PresideKt Jefferson 
Davis, the first and only President of tbe Confeder- 
ate States of America, The services took place in 
Calvary Episcopal church (Memphis, Tenn.j ar 9 
o'clock in the morning, Tuesday, May 2S, 1901, &t 
which Bishop Gay lor delivered the memorial address 
herein reported. The Bishop spoke as follows; 

* 'The Confederated Southet-n Memorial Associatioti 
is the oldest and most sacred society of women that 
has been or^acized since the Civil War. To iiweowe 
the institution of Memorial Day, which is now recog- 
niiied throughout this country, It was a Southern 
woman, Miss Sue Adams, who, in the city of Jack- 
son, Miss., on April a6, 18655 ahnost immediately 
aiter the surrender of Gen, Lee> first decorated the 
graves of the fallen soldiers, and to her eternal honor 



be it said, she placed the wreaths upon the graves ofO^ 
friend and foe alike, and this was the first time that 
any Federal grave in a Southern State received a 
iioTQl offering, and that offering of tender sympathy 
came from a Southern woman. 

Three years after that, "May 3a, 1S68, Gea. Logan's 
order made the day perpetual, but the eaflier and 
more beautiful incident should never be forgotteu, 

I regard it as a great privilege this morning to be 
perniitted to speak on behalf of this association to 
coudQct by request this brief service in memory of 
Mr. Jefferson Davis. 

There is no time for me to deliver a eulogy, if one 
were needed, or were appropriate, upon that name. 
The character of Mr. i:)aviB as a tnaii, a soklier, a 
statesman, a President, lias passed into history, and 
our children will he belter able than we are rightly to 
estimate his place in the records of our country. To 
say that he was a kuigliily and cljivalrous Christian 
geijtlenian, brave, true, consistent, withuut a slain 
npon his honor, without a moral blot upon his fame, 
is simple justice— that some day Ihe world will recog- 
nize. That he deserves and should receive the un- 
stinted and uninterrupted honor of those to wl oui 
the Sonlhern Confederacy is a sacred memory, no 
reasonable man can question. "The fierce light that 
beat against the throne" threw into bold relief the(j; 
outlines of his character, and he became the shiuiug 
mark for criticism. But what else may be saidi he 
alone embodied and represented with consistent and 
patient heroism to the day of his death the cause for 
which he had sacrificed all that men hold dear. lie 
alone, of all Southern meu^ lor twenty years, bore 
the obloquy of treason at the hands of those who 
were afraid to permit him to he tried in a court of 




justice. He alone for twenty years was dtsfrauchiset 
and denied the rights of citizenship. He never sued 
for pardon. He asked nu favor. Lonely he ttiay have 
beeu^ crushed oftentinics. with broken heart and life 
desolated in its prime; but God gave him throngb it 
all the courage of the finest uKinJood and the purest 
purpose, and as he had lived he died, prayinj,; as a 
Christian man, with a sincere and honest heart, for 
the welfare and happiness of his people^ 

God, I believe, judges mea by their motives, 
JeffersoK Davis, in his heart, was an honest patriot; 
and no Southern man Khould refn^ie or hesitate to do 
justice to his memory and service." 

Woman's Buii,ding, 
MKMrmS, Tenn,, May 28, 

After the beautiful memorial services held in Cal- 
vary Church in meuiory of President Jefferson Davis, 
the Confederated Southern Memorial Association pro- 
ceeded to the headquarters uf the Ladies' Confedir- 
ale Memorial Association, iu the Womun^s bvulditig, 
where officers and de]ejj;ates were provided vvilh 
badges. The body was called to order, and on motion 
it was decided that the first session of the second an- 
nual convfciitioti of the Confederated Southern Mem- 
orial Association be held 0]i Wednesday, at 10 a. m. 
The body adjourned to the convention of tlie United 
Confederate Veterans, at Rennioil Hall, then in con- 
vention assembled.

On motiou it was decided to take a recess of five 
minutes so that the Credential Committee could pre- 
sent their report.

Mrs. Behan accepted the gift and replied in a few 
touching words, expressing her appreciation and 
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Ibaiiks for this most beautiful and truly valuable and 
historic souvenir, and that as such it would be doubly 
dear to her, associated as it was, Tiith our President 
and his beloved daughter. Mrs. Behan said she vpas 
deeply thanlcful for the great privilege which was 
conferred with the gavel making it her personal pro- 
perty, when she retired from office, and that it would 
be placed among her most precious keepsakes. The 
report of the Corresponding Secretary was next in 
order. Miss Sue H. Walker, the Correaponding Secre- 
tary, then read her report which was approved and is 
as follows: 

Report of Corresponding Secretary of the Con- 
federated Southern Memorial Associa ion for year be- 
ginning May 30II1, 1900 and ending Mfiy 27, 1901. 

Madam Presidentj and ladiea of the Confederated 
Southern Memorial Association. 

The last year of the nineteenth century should be 
marked with a white stone in the annals of the 
Memotial Associations of the South, for in that year 
was conceived the thought of uniting them into one 
Confederated body, for mutual aid and encourage- 
ment in the work so long antH faithfully performed 
to preserve a record of that work for future genera- 
tions, and to see that the name under which it was 
done be not allowed to pass into oblivion. That 
name '*Memorial Association" means so much to 
Sonthein hearts that they desire above ail to per* 
petuate it. As Corresponding Secretary for the 
Southerii Memorial Association of Fayetleville, Ar- 
kansas (wherein originaled tlijs idea of a federation) 
it was my duty to write to all the Associations I could 
hear of asking their co-operation in our plan. Only 
seventeen could be located in the short time inter^ 
veniag before the V. C. V. Reunion at I^Duisville 
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when and where we determined to organize. 
Thirteen of these gave cordial consent and approval 
and the organization was perfected as you all know. 
The office of Corresponding Secretary was conferred 
upon one who fully appreciating the honor felt many 
misgivings as to her ability to do justice^to the duties 
involved. A detailed account of the work ol this 
office for the past year would occupy loo much lime 
and perhaps prove aa uninteresting to you, as it seems 
unnecessary to me. Of the one hundred and seventy- 
nine letters received, I must say all are most en- 
couraging foe the future of our confederation. Mauy 
of them are so eloquent and Ijfty in senlimeut 
breathing such love and loyaltyto the Southern dead, 
that I would that all could hear them and gather 
renewed inspiration and energy. That this move- 
tnent has put new life into many of our AssociatLons 
is evident and that many more would have joined ub, 
but for their inability to do so, having merged into 
the younger organization the Diiughters of the 
Confederacy. All who have ever been memoriiil 
woman bid us ''God speed" in our noble mission, I 
have endeavored to make plain to all that this 
confederation does not conflict or interfere in any 
way with llae U. D, C. Though separate organizations 
and ttie work different in souje respects, both arc 
working for the same sacred cause and many mem- 
bers of the one belong to the other also. An account 
of the Confederation its object and aims, issuimce of 
charter, additions of associutiona, etc., was sent to 
the Souihern Historical Society of Richmond. Va., 
and was given a place in Vol. 28 of the Southern 
Ilisloiical Sociel)' Tapers, with an eloquent preface 
by the editor. 

We are indebted to the Confederate Veteran, The 
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Lost Cause, The Daugliter of the Confederacy, Tbe 
New Orleans Picayune, The Associated Press and 
many local papers for courtesy in giving space to our 
article!; wlien sent them, and their cordial invitation 
to use their columns whenever we desire to do so and 
more than to any one else are we indebted to our 
earnest enthusiastic president whose faithful, untir- 
ing effofts in behalf of the Confederatioi:, are better 
known perhaps to the Corresponding Secretary than 
to any other member of the Association. 

A few weeks ago in compliaace with the Pre- 
sident's request, I wrote to Mrs. Jefferson Davis and 
her daughter "Mrs, Hayes, telling them of the pro- 
posed memorial service in honor of President Davis, 
aa the opening function of our convention, and asUed 
them in the name of the Confederated Southern 
Memorial Association to be present. Very cordial 
letters of appreciation were received, which I will 
read with your permission when I finish my report.

powers, rights, privileges and immnnities granted in 
the constitution during the period of ninety-nine 
yearsj aod that a certificate he issued, which was 
done.

The President, Mrs. Belian , having been unavoidably 
detained by committee work, relative to the retnovil 
of Confederate dead from Arlitigtoti and Soldier's 
Hotne Cemeteriesi a motion was offered that the 
reading of reports be suspended and that the Presi- 
dent be requested to read her annua] report. 

The President explained her absence frona the con- 
vention, saying that she was glad to bring the good 
news tiiat the United Confederate Veterans had 
passed a resolution thatikinK the United States gov- 
ernment for all that had beea done for the Confeder- 
ate dead buried in National cemeteries, and that in the 
future permissiou would be granted by the govern- 
ment to the women of the South to remove their dead 
to their Southern homes when the women so desired, 
to place them in Southern soil 

On motion a rising vole of thanks was offered to 
the president for her devolion to the Confederate 
work and her untiring energy expended in the mat- 
ters of vital interest to the Confederated Southern 
Memorial Association.

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Al the reunion in Louisville, many contributions 
were pledged by the memorial associations then pre- 
sent, and when your Treasurer reads her report you 
will be happy to know that, though we are few in 
numbers, we are strong in enthusiasm. 

The next work that presented itself to us was the 
care of the prison dead, and one p;irticnlar case was 
brought to our immediate attebtion. 

In June, 1900, Congress passed an act currying 
with it an appropriation for the disinterment of about 
260 Confederate soldiers then lying iu and arouud 
Washi«^ton, D. C. and providiiiji for their reinter- 
ment in Arlington National Cemetery. This act was 
passed without our knowledge or consent:. By re 
quest the list of these dead was ptiblished i]i South- 
ern newspapers aT]d periodicals. An appeal was 
issued by your President in September, 1900, calling 
the attention of the Southern people, and particu- 
larly the Presidents of memonal associations, to the 
action of Congress, that they might claim their dead. 
The movement was received with the greatest enthu- 
siasm, the women feeling it to be a saeted duty and 
the United Confederate Veterans, coming forward 
promptly with the necessary funds for the removal. 
An active correspondence was entered into between 
the Honorable Secretary of War, Mrs, N. V. Ran- 
dolph (who had been appointed chairman on the 
Committee of Removal of Confederate Dead) and 
your President. Letters were also written to His 
Bxcellency President McKinley, and feeling that a 
personal ititerview might be more effective yout 
president went to Washington during the month of 
January, 1901, Through the courtesy of Hon. John 
Lamb, member of congress from Virginia, and Hon. 
Adolph Meyer, representative from Louisiana, an 
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interview was had with the Honorable Secretary of ( 
War, He was naost polile and attetitive* listening 
with great interest to the petitions which were pre- 
sented. He then requested that all these letters and 
documents be left with Geiieral Ludingtou, Quarter- 
master General U. S. A., which was dotie, and with 
this, our petition for permission to remove our dead 
to their native States, was left in the hands of the 
Honorable Secretary of War to await his decision. 
It was not a question with the War Department as to 
whether permission would or would not be granted^ 
but if it conld be given under ttie lawj as the act of 
Congress passed in June, J 900^ had provided for 
certarn conditions. So the matter resled and for 
nine long months we waited patiently until May 1. 
igoi, when your President received a commutncation 
from the War Department, stating that the Qnarter- 
master General U. S. A j had been ordered to exe- 
cute the provisions of the act of Congress passed 
June, 1900. Banied, but not yet quite willingto give 
upj a second appeal was made to the Presidents of 
the memorial associations requesting them to protest, 
and claim the dead of their States. This was done 
by North Carolina, Virginia and Ivonisiana. 

We mav not succeed in this particular instance, 
but my dear sisters, we have the proud satisfaction 
of knowing that we have been, and are to-day, and ( 
will be forever true to the pledge we took more than 
thirty years ago^ true to the memory ol the Confed- 
erate soldier^ than which there is no grander title, 
and we do not consider our work fiuiphed until we 
tan say that every man who fought and died for the 
Southern cause has been Jaid to rest in his own native 
State, or in. the South where his menjory is forever 
enshrined in the bearta of a loyal people.

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In every city, town and hamlet in the South there 
are to-day evidences of this devotion on the part of 
the Southern women in the monuments erecled to 
the Confederate soldier, and in Richmond, that city 
so replete with Confederate itUerest, witbm whose 
gates was enacted some of the most important and 
tragic events of those trying days, when the South 
was struggling for independence, in the capitol of 
the Southern Confederacy, we hope to see a 
mOQument to Jeffeison Davis, that grand, noble and 
heroic representative of the Soulhetn caust^, and let 
us bestir ourselves to greater efforts in this work in 
order that the monument may be completed while 
the men who wore the grey are still with us to pro- 
claim that tbey were Confederate soldiers and fol- 
lowers of Jefiejson Davis.
